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Continuation of 13. Other: Claims 4, 6 and 13 remain in the application. The affidavit regarding claim 6 is accepted, the claim is 
allowable. Claim 13 was found allowable by the office 13 June 2006. Claim 4 remains rejected. As to claim 4, Sato teaches a sensor 
communicating sensor information but does not teach a service discovery protocol of a wireless ad hoc network to look for a (fixed) 
position sensor . Krishnamurthy teaches an on-demand search mechanism to build a path to the destination in an ad-hoc network, the 
network applicable to sensor deployment, paragraphs 0002 and 0006. The sensor connected in the wireless ad-hoc network of 
Krishnamurthy is interpreted to be any type of sensor, fixed or mobile. Krishnamurthy identifies several on-demand search/routing 
protocols, paragraph 0002. Consequently, these three elements of Krishnamurthy teach "a service discovery protocol of a wireless ad 
hoc network to look for a fixed position sensor". 
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
